Mr.  Chairman, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I liave  the  honour  to  subiiiit  my  twentysecond  Annual  Report  for  your 
consideration. 

The  records  indicate  that  in  spite  of  a poor  summer,  I968  77as  a reasonably 
healtliy  year.  There  Y7ere  no  large  scale  outbreaks  of  disease  and  the  vital 
statistics  do  not  indicate  any  significant  deviation  from  those  of  the  previous 
years. 

During  the  year  some  progress  vras  made  with  the  various  drainage  undertakings 
which  the  Council  had  in  hand,  while  by  private  and  Council  biiilding  276  new 
houses  became  available  in  the  District.  It  might  be  worthy  of  mention  that  the 
number  of  council  houses  provided  by  this  Authority  totalled  1220  by  the  end  of 
the  3'-ear. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  was  kept  under  close  review  throu^out 
the  year  and  well  over  5,000  visits  were  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors.  With 
the  gradioally  rising  population  and  the  increasing  complexity  and  sophistication 
of  the  way  of  living,  the  dema^nds  on  the  time  and  skill  of  the  Health  Inspectors 
are  also  increasing. 

The  future  of  local  government  at  this  level  is  a matter  wliich  virtually 
affects  us  all  and  since  the  publication  of  the  Maud  Report  we  can  noY/  see  more 
clearly  the  trend  of  thought  in  high  places.  ^Jhile  most  people  agree  that  much 
of  the  organisation  of  Local  Government  at  present  is  cumbersome  and  unwieldy 
and  out  of  touch  \7ith  not  only  the  public  at  large,  but  v;ith  its  own  various 
component  parts,  I cannot  feel  that  man^’'  of  the  radical  changes  proposed  will 
be  free  of  serious  defects  of  thoir  own. 

I Y/ould  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Council  for  its 
consideration  dirring  the  year  and  to  acknowledge  the  friendly  co-operation 
which  I have  had  from  the  Officers  of  the  Authority.  I v/ould  especially 
mention  in  this  respect  the  members  of  my  o;7n  Department.

Vital  Statistics 


According  to  the  Registrar  General  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  at 
mid  1968  was  37 > 7^0  which  is  an  increase  of  60  over  the  previous  year.  I968  was  of 
course  an  intercensal  year  and  accordingly  the  figure  quoted  is  an  estimate  which 
will  be  automatically  corrected  if  necessary  by  the  next  census. 

Once  again  Live  Births  showed  a decline.  This  fall  in  the  Birth  Rate  has 
been  going  on  for  a number  of  years  and  is  fairly  general.  The  Death  Rate  is  also 
falling  and  has  done  so  for  several  years.  The  Rate,  however,  compares  well  with 
that  for  England  and  Wales. 

A review  of  the  causes  of  death  once  more  shows  a similar  pattern  to  that  of 
previous  years.  The  largest  group  is  that  associated  with  disease  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  while  the  next  in  magnitude  are  found  in  malignant  diseases. 
These  two  groups  taken  together  make  up  a large  proportion  of  the  total  deaths. 

Notifiable  Disease 

During  I968  Notifiable  Disease  was  by  no  means  a prominent  feature.  A total 
of  157  cases  notified  compares  well  with  the  previous  years  total  of  599* 

Examination  of  the  figures  on  page  11  show  that  I30  cases  of  Measles  represented 
the  majority  of  the  notifications  and  were  spread  more  or  less  evenly  over  the  year 
with  a peak  in  February.  The  most  prevalent  age  for  Measles  was  the  5 "to  10  age 
group. 

With  regard  to  the  other  infections  'vThooping  Cough  was  the  next  most  prevalent 
and  again  arose  in  sporadic  cases  more  or  less  over  the  year. 

The  great  increase  in  preventative  measures  which  has  been  taking  place  over 
the  past  few  years  by  means  of  immunisation  is  now  beginning  to  show  its  results, 
and  I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  following  information 
concerning  the  immunisations  which  have  taken  place  in  the  Deben  District  dirring  1968

The  list  of  Notifiable  Diseases  as  amended  by  the  Public  Health 
(infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st 
October  of  that  year,  is  much  more  realistic  and  practical  than  the  previous 
conglomeration  of  Acts  and  Regulations  which  were  replaced.  It  is  worthy 
of  note  that  a variety  of  Diseases  which  had  previously  not  called  for 
notification  are  included,  among  these  are  Infective  Jaundice,  Tetanus, 
Leprosy  and  Yellow  Fever,  This  is  justified  on  the  grounds  that  as  time 
passes  the  population  of  the  World  is  becoming  increasingly  mobile  and 
diseases  which  are  foreign  to  this  Country  might  well  be  imported  v/ith 
unfortunate  results.  On  the  other  hand  notification  of  such  diseases  as 
erysipelas,  pneumonia  and  puerperal  pyrexia  is  no  longer  required  as  it  is 
in  these  cases  of  little  practical  use. 

Tuberculosis 


Over  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a steady  fall  in  the  nimiber  of 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  district  and  during  I968  this  fall  was  well 
maintained. 

The  year  started  with  II4  cases  on  the  register  and  finished  with  111. 
vHiile  this  decrease  is  perhaps  small  it  is,  however,  a continuation  of  a fall 
which  has  continued  over  a number  of  years  and  as  such  it  can  be  regarded  as 
satisfactoiy. 

Examination  of  the  cases  shows  that  the  fall  has  been  greatest  in  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  and  this  undoubtedly  has  considerable  connection  with 
the  efforts  that  have  been  made  to  free  cattle  from  tuberculosis  and  to  ensure 
a high  standard  in  general  food  hygiene.  On  the  other  hand  respiratory 
tuberculosis  has  shown  little  change  and  may  well  be  due  to  personal  contact. 

Analyses  of  the  cases  added  to  the  register  shows  an  increase  in  the  age 
of  the  new  cases.  Some  years  ago  tuberculosis  was  mainly  a disease  of  the 
early  years  of  adult  life,  whereas  now  the  maximum  falls  in  55  to  65  age  group. 

Housing 

For  statistics  refer  to  page  I4.  It  will  be  seen  that  despite  restrictions 
on  credit  and  other  difficulties,  building  of  houses  continued  during  the  year 
while  a number  of  defective  houses  were  rehabilitated.  Housing  inspections 
continued  during  the  year  and  where  necessary  action  was  taken  to  deal  with 
defects. 

The  amber  of  caravans  in  the  district  decreased  sli^tly  during  I968  in 
spits  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  licensed  sites.  The  popularity  of 
caravan  holidays,  if  one  might  judge  from  the  number  one  passes  on  the  roads, 
is  not  diminishing  and  I feel  that  the  more  organised  facilities  which  are 
offered  for  this  type  of  holiday  making  the  less  chance  there  is  of  them 
giving  rise  to  complaint.  The  use  of  caravans  as  a permanent  home  is  also 
increasing  in  popularity.  This  I view  with  somewhat  mixed  feelings.  On  a 
well  run  site  in  a purpose  built  caravan  very  many  families  lead  a perfectly 
normal  life,  but  much  depends  on  circumstances  and  it  is  not  suitable  for 
everyone.  Residential  sites  to  be  successful  reqiiire  a sensible  and  practical 
list  of  conditions  under  the  licence  and  the  duration  of  the  licence  must  be 
of  a realistic  length  to  encourage  the  owner  to  improve  the  site. 
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Refuse  Disposal 


By  the  end  of  the  year  it  had  become  perfectly  obvious  that  the  -crhole 
question  of  the  disposal  of  refuse  would  have  to  be  reconsidered.  For  many 
years  this  Rural  District  has  relied  upon  controlled  tipping  in  disused  pits 
to  dispose  of  its  refuse.  On  the  whole  this  method  has  worked  very  well  but 
as  I have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  the  supply  of  pits  is  running  out  and 
at  the  same  time  the  amount  of  refuse  collected  is  increasing  rapidly.  Many 
other  districts  which  have  been  faced  with  this  same  problem  have  gone  over 
to  some  form  of  mechanical  destruction  of  the  refuse  and  such  a method  has 
considerable  merit  although  in  most  cases  it  involves  a considerable  capital 
outlay.  This  is  an  urgent  problem  of  which  the  Council  is  only  too  well 
aware  and  carefiol  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  selection  of  the  most 
appropriate  method. 

Water  Supply 

During  the  year  ll6  samples  were  taken  from  the  public  mains  and  178 
samples  from  private  supplies.  These  numbers  are  practically  double  the 
number  taken  in  the  previous  year.  Reports  on  these  samples  indicated  that 
the  mains  supply  has  a high  degree  of  purity.  Yifith  regard  to  the  private 
supplies  the  position  is  perhaps  not  quite  so  satisfactory  and  appropriate  action 
was  taken  where  necessary. 

As  in  previous  years  the  testing  of  well  waters  for  nitrate  was  continued. 
This  particular  substance  renders  the  water  unsuitable  for  infant  feeding. 

Where  necessary  advice  was  given  and  an  alternative  supply  arranged.
